or four closely planted rows being set to windward of the evergreen

The planting season is not far away, and 1 want to urge all whose 
bomes and stock yards are exposed to tbe fury of winter storms and hot

and plant a good break. If you are able, I would say plant evergreens — 
spruce, cedar, arbor-vitae, or any evergreen that does well in your aeetion. 
If you want s break qoiofcly — and moat people do— plant rapid growiag- 
deciduous trees like soft maple, white or green ash, or even cotlonwood.

six feet apart, with the treaa four feet apart in the row, and used all the 
manure and straw he eould procure between the rows, covering the ground 
fully two feet deep. ° Tbe trees made an average growth of sis feet a year, 
and he had a thicket twenty feet high in a few years. 

In setting a single row of Norway spruce I woiilil procuie trees eigh- 
teen inchi'K to two feet high and set them thre<- to four feet apart. .Most 

filaiittTH nay six to eight, but we get a solid break much ipiicker by plani- 
ng '-lo.si-i . I would Met arlior \ilae three to four feet apart, iiaing trees 
about two feet high. Whatever kind of trees are planted, the cultvaition
